- He has devised a way of 
fertilizing toe eggs of mammals 
without the use of male sperm. 
The method is to remove that 
part of the ' egg (toe nucleus) 
tom: carries .the -chromosomes 
and hence the-genetic identity 
of an individual. The nucleus 
is replaced by one from a body 
cell that can come from either 
a male or female.. 

- Experimente d transidanting 
the nucleus, or amicleation as 
it is called, have- been carried 
out with, frogs and. tadpoles. 
However, iw»irwm»i cells are 
1,000 times 'smaller than those 
of the amphibian and-toe tech¬ 
nique of Transplanting a smaller 
nucleus is more difficult. That 
was reflected in a forecast made 
by.

Peace move in conflict 


between Labour 


parliamentary factions

- A plan aimed at bringing 
peace between warring factions 
of MPs in the Parliameuiary 
Labour Party trill be put to 
backbenchers at a meeting on 
Thursday. But it .was apparent 
yesterday that the proposals 
are unlik ely to end the con* 
flict- 

The trouble began last 
autumn when competition be¬ 
tween the moderate Manifesto 
group and the left-wing Trib¬ 
une group for the chairman¬ 
ships of the 34 subject groups 
within the PLP started to get 
out of hand: dozens a of MPs 
joined groups in which they 
bad no real interest, simply to 
"capture” the-posts for their 
factions, and often ousting 
respected chairmen in the pro¬ 


of 


Relative peace has now 
descended, since elections hare 
been completed, but officials 
are anxious to ensure that 
such' internal strife sbonld not 
be repeated towards die end of 
this year. A five-point plan has 
been unanimously approved by 
the party’s. liaison committee 
and will be put to Thursday's 
meeting of the PLP. 

■ The proposals would give all 
backbench MPs the right to 
attend and vote at the anneal 
meetings of all subject groups. 
They would then register their 
membership of groups in 
which they had a particular 
interest. They could attend 
other groups in which they 
had an ad hoc interest, but 
would be unable to vote except 
in elections. 


The immediate reaction 
many MPs was that the new 
system would make little dif¬ 
ference* since tbe competition 
for die chairmanships could 
continue unabated. 

One member of the liaison 
committee, however, pointed 
out that the proposals simply 
recognized the facts; when two 
groups were competing in such 
a manner, it was not really 
possible to stop them. But he 
believed that the new rules 
would avoid tbe _ present 
scramble for membership. 

The rules should also Sim¬ 
plify the administrative work 
for the PLP staff, since they 
would not have to worry about 
large numbers of MPs claiming 
membership at the last minute, 
nor would they have to send 
information about particular 
groups'to dozens of MPs who 
were not interested in the sub¬ 
ject. 

The plan effectively offers 
victory to the big battalions, 
which means the __ Manifesto 
group since this group 
considerably outnumbers _ the 
Tribune group. But Tribune 
group MPs were not sure that 
there was any acceptable alter¬ 
native, since there could be a 
real clash if any restriction 
was suggested as to the 
number of groups MPs could 
join. 

The issue was raised in the 
PLP by Mr Ivor Clemitson, MP 
for Luton, East, who is not a 
member of either group, but 
was one oF those MPs who 
objected to being caught in the 
crossfire. 


Warning to single parents 
about claiming new benefit

Single parents are tojd today 
that they may lose money if 
they claim the Government’s 
n ew Child Interim Benefit 
(CHIB). The National Council 
far One-Parent Families points 
out in an interim guide that be¬ 
cause the benefit will be taxed 
and affect other benefits, some 
single parents could lose 12tp 
a week if they claim. 

The face value of the benefit 
is £1.50 a week, the same as 
family allowances. It will be 
paid from. April for the first 
child in one-parent families, one 
year before a similar benefit 
mil be extended to first child¬ 
ren in all families. 

But_the guide says that for 
any single parent paying tax^. 
the benefit will be worth only 
62*p a -week net. Some will also 
lose the right to free school 
meals for one child, worth 75p 


a week. Tbe loss of rent and 
rates rebates could take up to 
another 49Ip a week; while the 
next increase in Family Income 
Supplement could reduce their 
incomes still further. 

Mrs Margaret B ram all, direc¬ 
tor for tbe council, said: “It is 
dreadful to think that some lone 
parents will claim the benefit 
expecting to be £1.50 better off 
and will end up actually worse 
off than before.” 

However, written answers in 
the Commons last week indi¬ 
cated that the Government will 
not take action to stop taxes and 
other benefits eroding the value 
of tho benefit. 

Tbe guide says that the main 
group to get the full value of 
the benefit will be single 
mothers under 1G.

cytoplasm (the cell fluid and 
its constituents). 

Nuclear transplants in tissue 
cultures offer a clever way of 
experimenting to answer that 
question.

The connexion with test-tube 
babies is less direct. The 
process of synchronizing trans¬ 
plants indicates that the normal 
development cycle of an egg 
cell is crucial in any operation. 

In women with blocked 
fallopian tubes, egg cells can 
be removed and fertilized in 
test tabes; If they remain out¬ 
side the body, however, they 
stop developing for some time. 

Dr Bromh all suggests that 
egg cells and sperm should be 
put together in a tiny capillary 
tube and replaced instantly in 
the fallopian tubes. They would 
be allowed to move down to the 
uterus at the appropriate time. 
He believes under those circum¬ 
stances-the egg cell would re¬

Bill of rights 
urged

introduction of a Bill of tights 
with the publication of a 
Labour Party discussion docu¬ 
ment calling for a charter of 
human rights, which has the 
backing of the Government’s 
law officers, Mr Samuel SiUdn, 
tiie Attorney General, and Mr 
Archer, Soh'dtor General. 

Mr Jenkins* Home Secretary, 
demonstrated the Govern¬ 
ment’s interest in the subject 
when he spoke in Birmingham 
last week, but the likelihood of 
government support for a Bill 
of rights was indicated by the 
composition of the subcommit¬ 
tee which produced the discus¬ 
sion document; as well as in¬ 
cluding the law officers, the 
subcommittee had Mrs Wil¬ 
liams, Secretary of State for 
Prices and Consumer Protec¬ 
tion, as chairman. 

•The Home Secretary 
favoured the idea of jt wuriu g a 
Bill of rights on the European 
Convention on Human Bights 
and that is the proposal which 
has been adopted in the 
Labour Party document. It 
would almost certainly be the 
quickest and simplest way of 
introducing such a charter. 

People may already be able 
to appeal to Strasbourg under 
the European Convention, to 
which the United Kingdom is 
subject, but the Labour Party’s 
document suggests incorporat¬ 
ing the convention intn British 
law. 

That would enable aggrieved 
citizens to seek domestic reme¬ 
dies which should be easier 
and cheaper than the cumber* 
some procedure in .Europe. 

The document, produced by 
the human rights subcommit¬ 
tee of Labour’s national execu¬ 
tive committee, says: “ We saw 
a need to tip the scales away 
from public and private con¬ 
centrations of power back in 
favour of the individual” 

It argues that the charter is 
needed not because human 
rights are grossly abused in 
Britain, but because the system 
is less sensitive than it should 
be to the grievances of individ¬ 
uals or groups.

A limit must be set sooner or 
later to the growth of air traf¬ 
fic in Britain, a report by the 
Coundl for the Preservation of 
Rural England, published today, 
states. Not to do so would be 
to allow the environmental and 
soda! costs of aircraft to out¬ 
weigh the. benefits. 

There was no acceptable alter¬ 
native to the introduction of a 
national airports policy, which, 
dovetailed into an overall 
transport policy, would form the 
basis of a national airports plan, 
the report said. Only at that 
level could the merits of con¬ 
flicting opinions at different 
scales of traffic be analysed and 
adequately assessed. 

-These were national situations 
that could not be tackled solely 
by uncoordinated regional and 
local studies, particularly as 
there were also international im. 
plications and obligations in¬ 
volved. 

The unconstrained traffic fore¬ 
casts on which airport planning 
was based could,only be re¬ 
jected as unrealistic In a finite 
world, it was not possible to 
have an u nlimi ted growth of 
one-sided benefits. The costs 
of pollution, congestion and 
social disruption _ must at some 
point place a limit on- growth. 

"It should be the concern of 
those framing airport policy to 
determine where _ that point 
lies ”, the report said, 


■Past policies had led to un¬ 
coordinated development, with 
ad hoc decisions being taken as 
situations arose. They had re¬ 
sulted in airports being provi¬ 
ded on an excessive scale and In 
the wrong place, with a conse¬ 
quent misuse of resources, des¬ 
poliation of the countryside and, 
in particular, suffering, from 
noise.

Death toll

Some hospitals, such as the 
Radcliffe Infirmary, Oxford, 
whose nursing staffs have them¬ 
selves gone down with influenza, 
apealped last weekend for 
volunteers to help to staff the 
hospitals. More chan 100 people 
with nursing experience, in¬ 
cluding former patients, came 
forward at . the Radcliffe 
Infirmary and were sent to man 
morning" and evening shifts.

Dr Alvaro Cmrhai, the Com- 
nmnist leader, scaritfolly dis¬ 
missed the Socialist to 

fight the election campaign 
independently. At a press con¬ 
ference last night he said the 
Socialists had I no hope. of 
outright victory, and it would 
be a good tiring if they agreed 
publicly and before tne eleo 
don to consider an Rl«»rri»n 
pact. The Communist Party, he 
said, was ready to establish 
contacts and an exchange of 
opinions. 

Pointing oat mat in Sweden 
the Social Democrats were in 

S ower without I a majority 
ecause of the support of five 
Cotxmnurist Party members of 
Parliament, Dr Cunhal said the 
Swedish Communist Party was 
supporting the Government—in 
spite of having no participa¬ 
tion^—to prevent' conservatives 
coming to power.. 

However, conditions were 
different in Portugal end he 
wished to make, it dear that 
this situation would not be 
repeated in the legislative 
assembly in Lisbon. If die Por¬ 
tuguese Socialists! wanted Com¬ 
munist support • they would 
have to negotiated 
Like the Socialists the Com¬ 
munist Party wanted the legis¬ 
lative elections to be held as 
soon as possible bat Dr Cunhal 
doubted if this would be by 
April 25 as promised. He said 
the party was'! opposed to 
simultaneous filrtrti»Tis for a 
legislative assembly and presi¬ 
dency as favoured by the 
centre-left Popular Democrats. 

Asked whether, in view of 
its complaints that its activities 
were being restricted by right- 
wing terrorist tactics, the Com¬ 
munist Party would consider 
the election resales valid. Dr 
Cunhal said this would depend 
on circumstances. But, he 
added, the Communists would 
contest every constituency.

Senor de Areflza, the 
Spanish Foreign Minister, left 
for Brussels today for negotia¬ 
tions about Spain’s entry into 
die European Community. Dur¬ 
ing a six^day tour he will visit, 
Brussels, Dublin and . The 
Hague. 

This is the second of three 
planned visits by the rrtim.qfgT» 
to inform EEC go vernm ents 
about the political situation in 
Spain and to discuss' Spain’s 
entry. 

On his return last month 
from Bonn, Luxembourg and 
Paris, he said that Spain x s 
entry into the EEC would take 
priority over Nato Nato mem¬ 
bership, but he thought that 
the process would be slow. 

King Juan Carlos and Queen 
Sofia will arrive in Barcelona 
tomorrow for the first visit to 


die Catalan capital by a reign¬ 
ing monarch for more than 50 
years. They will tour the 
region during their five-day 
visit and the King will - meet 
various Catalan figures. 

Garni art autonomists are in¬ 
creasingly restless. Municipal 
employees in Barcelona are on 
strike and traffic policemen 
and firemen are also involved 
in labour disputes. . 

Unknown people set fire to 
the Barcelona headquarters of 
the National Movement, the 
only legal political organiza¬ 
tion.

The Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation _ may now a face 
acute financial difficulties as 
moves ere under way in 
Congress tn end Government 
loan guarantees to the com¬ 
pany. This could force Lock¬ 
heed into bankruptcy and thus 
strike a severe Mow at the 
financial health of Rolls-Royce, 
which supplies engines to the 
California company. 

Such congressional action 
will result directly from the 
recent admissions by Lockheed 
that it paid millions of dollars 
to foreign, government officials 
to secure business. The disclo¬ 
sures are now leading a host 
of large American companies 
to volunteer information to the 
Securities and _ Exchange 
Commission about ques¬ 

tionable payments; according 

to informed sources. 

Tenneco In co rpora ted, a 
giant TnnifTTtotTQ pai company 
based in Texas, which is pri¬ 
marily involved in the energy 
and engineering business, pub¬ 
licly stated here that it has 
discovered in . its accounts a 
number of “ apparently im¬ 
proper practices”. 

The company admitted that 
ft had made ^payments to'some, 
foreign gove r nm ent officials—- 
although it revealed no speci¬ 
fic countries or names—and 
that these payments included 
$500,000 (£250,000) to foreign 
military personnel for the pro- 
tectum of company employees 
and for_ the rectal of aircr af t 
and equipment. 

Tenneco also disclosed that 
zn tiie last five years it had 
made payments to consultants 
abroad totalling $12m (£6m) in 
24 countries and that it had 
made a whole series of pay¬ 
ments from a secret political 
fund to United States officials, 
politicians, law enforcement 
officers and regulators of 
energy commissions.

Woman says Arab killed 
CIA chief in Athens

Athens; Feb 15 

Greek police and American 
intelligence services are investi¬ 
gating an allegation that 
Richard Welch, the Athens 
station chief of the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) was 
murdered by an Arab. 

A Palestinian with a Jordan¬ 
ian passport, aged about' 30, 
now probably in Egypt, is said 
to be the chief suspect. He was 
denounced by a young Leba¬ 
nese woman living in Athens, 
who said the man was her boy¬ 
friend and had deserted her: 

That line of inquiry, the only 
one_ to emerge since the assassi¬ 
nation two months'ago, was a 
closely-guarded secret until an 
Athens newspaper leaked some 
details in its first edition yester¬ 
day. 

Because of a ban by the pro¬ 
secutor _ on all press reports 
concerning the murder, the 
publisher withdrew the first 
edition and expunged ■ the 
report from subsequent issues. 


Mr Welch was shot dead 
-when at least three masked men 
ambushed him outside his 
Athens home on December 23. 
The men were seen by Mr 
Welch’s wife and his driver flee¬ 
ing in a car. There had been no 
trace of them since. 


The suppressed report said 
the- Arab had arrived in Greece 
several months earlier ' “ to 


acclimatize himself and prepare 
the killing”. He had left for 
Egypt shortly after the murder. 
Police ■ knew has name' ' and 
efforts were being made 
through diplomatic channels to 
have him questioned. 

The report said' that extradi¬ 
tion proceedings had not been 
started because of the scarcity 
of evidence. = Tbe_ case relies 
on the; denunciation of "the 
Lebanese woman who was said 
to be feeling vengeful after 
being deserted.

: —The bodies -of dozens and 
possibly hundreds 'of Angolan 
Popular Movement (MPLA) 
supporters have been' found in 
. m ak es h ift graves in Silva Porto, 
captured by the left-wing forces 
from the pro-Western Unira 
movement fast ■ week. Popular 
Movement Officials said today. 

- The MPLA showed reporters 
seven newly-dug ditches into 
which bodies had-been thrown. 
The graves were about 100 
yards from the former 
Portuguese security , police 
prison where Units put MPLA 
militants captured when it took 
the town last summer. Other 
older graves were found nearby. 

. MPLA troops have not yet 
finished counting the bodies of 
both men and women. It is not 
known how many were killed 
last week, when Unira aban¬ 
doned tbe town, or haw many 
were billed last summer when 
Unita troons first moved'in. 

An MPLA commander 
showed renorters 233 pairs of 
shoes piled up before the maize 
field in which the graves had 
been dug. 

The only figures available at 
present are those quoted by a 
Popular Movement commander, 
who-said-that,-in October, 140 
MPLA militants were in Unita’s 
hands.. Only seven are reported 
still alive. • |

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Olympic Games 


Success of Innsbruck 
guarantees a future 
for the Winter Games 



From John Hennessy 
IisKsbruck, Feb 15 

Ist me years ahead it way be 
seen in Oiyajjrfcis history that the 
Winter Games were saved by the 
Micceis of ttM twelfth festival here. 
They were, indeed, on trial, as 
Lerif Kiliauin, president of the 
UH B LBi ulema] Olympic Commitree 
(IOC) made clear a few years ago. 
He wW me rhea that in view of tbe 
troubles that beset the Winter 
Games he would lure liked the 
experience of 1976 before the ICC 
needed 10 make uo their mind 
whether or not the winter variety 
were more trouble than the}' were 
worth- But, by rule, ±e choice of 
cits before an Olympic Games, 
vdsutt as well as summer, has to 
be made sis years in ad ranee and 
the IOC had. therefore, to commit 
dremsrtves to Lake Placid (1950) 
is 1974. 

Innsbruck Is now behind os and 
It has passed the test with colours 
flying. Lord Killania told me yes¬ 
terday that " the Winter Games 
have been such a success that they 
most continue That at least 
resolves one uncertainty, but. since 
Lake Placid was the only candidate 
far 1980, there mast still be a 
doubt who will carry the harden 
next time. 

Austria, standing in for the 
Embarrassed United States (when 
Denver, tbe original choice for 
1976, were bounded out by 
environmentalists), have acquiree 
an enormous amount of publicity 
from the Games. An estimate given 
to me when on a visit here in 
December, admittedly hit or miss, 
was in the region of £20m to £Z5ul 
For a co u nty that maintains a 
buoyant economy on tiie strength 
of its tourism the Games have been 
a sound investment. 

Unfortunately Lake Placid are 
raising uncomfortable schoos of 
Denver, since the organizing com¬ 
mittee are seeking support to the 
extent of $50m (nearly £25m), SO 
per cent from the Federal Govern¬ 
ment and the remainder from Sew 
York State, a body already trou¬ 
bled by the removal of sarbugo 
from the streets of New York City. 

Lord KiUanin was glowing in Ms 
praise for the security arrange¬ 
ments here, " which have been 
extremely thorough bnt very dis¬ 
creet ”. There has not been exces¬ 
sive commercially bon, though tbe 
IOC would have to look into the 
report In an American magazine 
that Frank Klammer, Austrian 
winner of the men’s downhill, 
“was earning perhaps 5150,000 a 
year”. It is z figure pinched out 
of the air, so far as I can see, bar 
nevertheless yet another allegation 
for the IOC’s eligibility committee 
to pursue. The president himself 
had suffered the emburra&iuenx of 
winning a sports bag in a rattle 
with a manufacturer’s name embla¬ 
zoned on it. 

As for the programme of die 
Winter Games, Lord KJUanin 
seemed uncertain of its position 
over the Introduction of ice danc¬ 


ing “and there will have to be 
discussions on this”. I am bound 
to add that many people here, 
catholic followers of winter sports 
rather than figure skating specia- 
lisss, share ttofe doubts. To those 
of us who can distinguish between 
a salchoy and choctaw, ice dancing 
is as different from pairs skating 
as sauage from sauerkraut. But we 
belong to an esoteric corner of the 
snorting tvorid and we cannot 
expect the members of the IOC, 
any more than the members of the 
public, to appreciate the niceties o£ 
an extremely technical sport. 

The highlight of yesterday’s pro¬ 
gramme nett, virtually the last day 
since onlv the ?0 metres .tumping 
and the closing ceremony were left 
to rill the Smadav loongeurs, was 
the ice hockey match bervreen the 
Soviet Union and Czechoslovak!a 
last n ig h t. Barely have I attended 
a sporting occasion so overladen 
with political passion. To this was 
added the natural feeling among 
others for the underdogs, so that a 
tiny block of Russian supporters 
were themselves the underdogs in 
the audience, their every exhor¬ 
tation to their countrymen being 
answered with a crescendo of whit¬ 
tles and catcalls. 

An American friend told me that 
there could have been few of his 
countrymen in die stadium who 
were not baying for red blood, and 
in this context Communist Czecho¬ 
slovakia were lily-white innocents- 
Detente seemed a long way off. 
Beyond diat, the local chant for 
the underdogs sounds obscene to 
English ears and it was readily 
taken up by the vast army of 
Americans. Many will read Into 
this a hint of anti-Americanism. 
Xu tiring could be more false, for I 
have many American friends here 
who would not associate them¬ 
selves with this kind of behaviour. 
In any case, many of the British, a 
much smaller contingent of coarse, 
followed suit. 

.All this was far removed tram 
the cemeanour of the players 
themselves, who scarcely raised a 
finger In anger. One would like to 
think that rugby footballers at 
home could Indulge in such virile 
cut and thrust without losing their 
heads and their self-resoect. It was 
a match with all tiie ingredients of 
high drams. Purtins recent politi¬ 
cal history on one side, these were 
the two best teams in die competi¬ 
tion and were bound in any case ro 
contest the final. Added to dial 
mil the fact that the Cuecbo&iovaks 
had been deprived of two points 
after beating Potaud because of a 
positive dupe test on their captain. 
Thus they were two points behind, 
but a wi~ would have given them 
the gold medal on the Strength of 
having beaten the Soviet Union 
during the competition.

Suitably encouraged, die Soviet 
Uniun pulled another goal back, 
bat the arena burst at the seams 
again when Novak gave Czecboido- 
vzida the lead yet again in . the 
third period. But the Russians 
came 'back to nuke two killing 
thrusts mtiiin 34 seconds in the 
final period, and thereafter tended 
to play possession hockey fur the 
last four minutes. 

Earlier in the day we had had a 
burst of Italian passion as they 
won tbe last event of the Alpine 
skiing programme, the men's 
slalom, through Piero tiros. His 
comuatriot, Gustavo Thoeni, was 
second, When a third Italian, 
Franco Bfeler. fell on the second 
run. the U rb an spectators, so 
buoyant that they had prematurely 
let loose die champagne, cried in 
mock despair, * Solo due ”.

In the final event on the Bergli 
sel 90 metre Jumping hfli mis 
afternoon, bath the gold and the 
silver medals went to Austria, 
thereby putting a smile back on a 
face grown ever longer since Klam¬ 
mer’s win 10 long days earlier. 
But, unexpectedly, Anton Innauer 
had to be content with a silver 
behind Karl Schnabl. East Ger¬ 
many took the bronze. This raised 
their tally of medals from 14 at 
Sapporo to IS here, to pnt them a 
clear secoud to the Soviet Union, a 
position they had shared with Swit¬ 
zerland and Tbe Netherlands four 
years ago. I hope to expand on tills 
subject tomorrow. 

The closing ceremony was car¬ 
ried out with the familiar mixture 
of digmly and sincerity, fun and 
flowers, cheers and children. At

Olympic candidates given stiff workout at Eastcote

Unicorns (GB) 2 International XI 4 

After taking an early lead from 
a short corner, well struck by 
Long, Uniccrns fdrawn from tbe 
Great Britain Olympic hockey 
party) were beaten by a strong 
International side, representing all 
five continents, at Eastcote yes¬ 
terday.

Foster turns down an unexpected 
offer but BlacK accepts

Mo thank you, from Brendan 
Foster and yes please* from 
David Black were I be reactions 
yesterday of two of Britain’s lust 
runners at the unexpected . news 
that they bad been selected to 
represent England in the inter¬ 
national cross-country champion¬ 
ship at Chepstow on February 28. 

Neither Foster nor Black bad 
run in Saturday’s inter-counties 
championship at AHestr-ee Park, 
Derby, which was won with con¬ 
summate mastery and remarkable 
relaxation bv Tons 1 Simmons. But 
the England selectors, shtr'f”* 
flexibility -with' which 1 '" 
though ic may not be popular 
with some of those who - . i 
out at Derby, did not, for once, 
plump automatically for ■ the first 
sine men home. 

'When I spoke to Foster yester¬ 
day morning he said: "It’s a 
compliment from the selectors but 
I' haven't included -the inter¬ 
national In my plans, mainly be¬ 
cause I believed that, to he con¬ 
sidered, one would have to run in 
the inter-counties. If I ran at. 
Chepstow I Would want-to do wen 
but I haven’t been considering 
that race during my training, so I 
shall turn It down.” 

Black, on the other hand, -was 
delighted that the selectors had 
picked him, and is eager to race 
over the country for the first time 
since January 1 . He was already 
looking for a run early in March 
and now will start building np.de-' 
Hherately for the international. 

The best compliment about Sim¬ 
mons’s breathtaking 'run over 
seven and a half miles in 34 
minut e s S4 seconds on Saturday 
was that from Foster. When I 
told the fastest 10,000 metres 
runner in. the world for 1975 how 
Simmons had built up a lead of 
14 seconds in the first three- 
quarters of a mile, Foster mar- 
yclled: • “ I remember thar killing: 
hill when I ran there and finished 
twelfth. It was so steep that I 
had to walk some of it and yet 


you say Tony was pulling away' 
up- the slope. He must be in 
great shape.** 

Simmons himself, who beat 
Bernard ■ Ford by 3fi seconds, even 
though he was obviously only run¬ 
ning at 85 per. cent, effort in the 
last mile or-so,-found tiie irnmedi-- 
ate post-race interviews a trifle 
embarrassing because be had 
found it eo$y enough to Oe able- 
to relax ; yet be did not want to 
denigrate the opposition, especially- 
Ford, because his clear-cut victory 
was simply the result of his best 
quality ' In training. “ Pm even 
amazing myself.” explained' Sim- - 
moos. “T take oat my pocket 
calculator and 1 think, heavens. Is 
ihat really what I'm doing in train¬ 
ing. So 1 it was only easy today 
because of what Fd done before¬ 
hand and because..! was concen¬ 
trating on having something left 
for the international in two weeks 
time." 

Not since Gordon Plrle used to 
shoot away over the first half mile 
of a aloe mile course in about 
2 min 4 secs, have I seen as im¬ 
pressive'an opening burst'in cross-' 
country racing as that by Simmons. 
As be- almost charged up the leg- 
killing, lung-burning incline, and 
Ford was dropped, a spectator 
named Dick Taylor, who-used to 
be Britain’s top distance r unn er 
and won This Inter-counties title 
twice himself, said succinct Tv: 
“-That's it and good night 
Josephine."'If was a classic kill 
of foot-racing on a crisp; dear 
day -when running seemed the 
most' joyful and natural form of 
exerdse. 

Tbe third man borne at Derby 
was Michael Tagg wbo was inter¬ 
national champion, in 1970 and bas 
a unique reputation among other 
runners for being able to beat 
peek for the big occasion. I was' 
■jusr as''strode, "however, by the' 
sweeping Lancashire team victory 
which bore out the veteran 
Michael Turner’s remark to me 
beforehand: " I’ve won ten or 
eleven' team medals with Lanca¬ 
shire in the past and I still think 
this' team is as good as any I've 


been in.” Their scorers werc.-. 
Holden (7), Kenyon (9). Wilde 
(ID, Turner (28), Sloane (32) and 
Blakely (42), which meant thra 
beat Cambridgeshire, surprisingly* 
the. runners up, by 55 points. •* 

Of course Simmons, on the day, 
ran tike-a man who could do well 
in tiie Olympic 10.000 metres in 
Montreal nevt summer. But there s 
many a slip, - etc. Dick Taylor 
pointed out: “However well you* 
train, you must have luck. Take 
me. The morning of the Common- 1 
wealth 10,000 in Edinburgh in 
1970 I was minding my own busi¬ 
ness, cleaning my teeth, put the. 
toothbrush halfway down my 
throat by accident, and end up- 
being sick. I'm not saying that’s' 
why I didn’t -win, but it can’t have 
helped. -It makes me laugh when- 
people ask me how many golds- 
we’ll get in Montreal. They’ve no 
idea, have they, of the narrow 
margin between success and 
failure.”

sale at Ballsbridge on March 23. 

On Saturday Golden Rapper, get¬ 
ting weight all round, was never 
out of the first two from start ro 
finish and he turned for home with 
a clear advantage over last year's 
winner, Highway View. Davy Lad, 
who was backed to favourite, had 
come under pressure a mile from 
home and although he ran on 
genuinely under the driving of 
Hughes to pass Highway View on 
the run-in, be never looked like 
overhauling Golden Rapper, who 
eventually won by 10 lengths. 

The two big. disappointments of 
the race were Lough Inagh, who 
made a series of bad mistakes and 
Vulabaloo, whose short-lived effort 
half a mile from home saw him 
improve his position a couple of 
places only to beat a hasty retreat 
back to the rear of the field.

Mr Laker spoke 10 me m his London 
office, just before Mr WflEam Col e man, 
the American Transport Secretary, 
announced has dedsioo. on Concorde lacd- 
m« in the United States, and the pubbea- 
don of our own Government's Review at 
Civil Aviation which involved the 
canceHing of his Skytraia project. 

These two events, natu raity, occupy the 
mind of Mr Laker, die founder and the 
head of Laker Airways. Unlike other 
airline executives, however, he regards 
the deliberations of Mr Coleman and 
chose of our own Government as unneces¬ 
sary, inrelevasnc—and foregone candusions. 


**We have mocked everything up by 
pussyfooting with the Americans” he 
vkw is that diere should 
be 00 restrictioos at afi on Concorde and 
chat aircraft shwdd operate normally and 
properly under the terms of the Inter¬ 
national Air Services Agreement as 
required by the British and French and 
not as dictated tar foe Amrams.

What particularly mcenses Mr Laker 
is that—he believes—some sort of deal 
has been done between foe British and 
American Government and foot his own 
“Skytrain” project has been cancelled

“In my heart I believe there has been 
a trade-off, an attempted trade-off, of 
Skytram and Concorde. 
raid foe Government and as officials that 
this was not the tiring to do, and what is 
more they said they had not done a xrad» 
off. But if you go into foe corridors of 
power, everyone will tell you: ‘Of course 
there was a trade-off ’■ ' 

“The Americans beheve they hne a 
divine right to control all aviation , .he 
declared. “This rubbish of jussyfoo tmg 
with foe Americans over Skytram for 
neariv three yews has led the Americans 
to believe they can detay .and delay, and 
the International Air Services Agreement 
means exactly their interpretation of it. 

The British, reckoned Mr Laker, have 
allowed themselves to be manoeuvred by 
the Americans into, a position where 
Skvtraao can be sacrificed to obtain land¬ 
ing rifots for Concorde. 

“The Americans have been saying to 
me: ‘Well, of course, i£s asking a lot 
of ns. Skytrain and Concorde. Two 
innovative ideas.' So, which one loses? 

“But of course foe point is that foey 
should never have been linked m foe first 
place and neither of them should lose 
because foey are both JegaL _ 
both totally legal within foe Air bemces 
Agreement." . , _ , 

Ha explained that under the terms of 
this agreement between Britain and tne 
United States, a properly designated air 
carrier should be issued with an operating 
permit without undue delay. In foe case 
of Skytrain, the Americans hod delayed 
and had then said foey would give prompt 
attention to foe issue of a permit, if the 
British Secretary of State for Trade con- 

^“Tffoe BrfriSTdfnor'take up this offer, 
we shall put foe Americans in foe n^it, 
and foey win no longer be m breach at 
their treaty", he said. “W e have ri reedy 
met the r-egiMOUi‘» accordance watt me 
agreement.

Sh As C for* Concorde, Mr Laker firmly 
believes—as . do many others—that tue 
American delaying tactics were designed 
to cripple its commercial chances, ^and 
that in this, too, they are in breach of 
their agreement. “ There is nothing m the 
agreement about .aircraft noise, or super¬ 
sonic, subsonic, jet airplanes or anything 
else. It says there wall be air services 
between our two countries for the benefit 
of the people at foe most economic fares 
and that- there wiU be fair and equal 
opportunity for both countries. 

“‘Fair and equal opportunity’ means 
bath parties, not just foe Americans. And" 
‘ without undue delay ’ k does not mean 
three years holding public inquiries." 

Having come to such conclusions, very 
many men would have given up trying to 
fight the amorphous “them” who make 
backstairs decisions, or fumble oppor¬ 
tunities, but Mr Laker has not and will 
not give up. As we talked he was 
oreparing, with two of his executives, to 
keep an appointment at the House of. 
Commons where an influential member 
had asked for more, information about 
foe Skytrain situation. “ He says he’s 
prepared to change his mind if we can 
convince him ”, Mr Laker enthused, “ and 
we think we can". He.showed me bundles 
of letters from MPs on- both sides of foe 

House, evidence of his ferocious lobbying, 
and evidence-o£ more support than he- is 

given credit for.

Born In 1522, Frederick A. Laker 
became involved in the aviation world in 
the humblest of ways in 1938. He joined 
Shorts’in Rochester as a sweeper and tea- 
boy and took advantage of their appren¬ 
ticeship instruction scheme, studying aero 
engineering. He also took night school 
courses in economics and mathematics, but 
in 1940, when foe factory was bombed 
he joined the RAF Transport Auxiliary. 
For three years he was a ferry pilot and 
ground engineer. 

After the war be obtained a civil flying 
licence and, briefly, worked for BE A. The 
foundation . of the independent Laker 
“empire" came when he bought some 
government surplus trucks, selling them 
at a profit, then bought an orchard, selling 
that at a profit, too, after picking its 
cherry crop. 

A story that he has told about this 
buying and selling “tty anything” period 
of his life is typical of the man and gives 
an insight into a character and personality 
that is more complex than perhaps even 
he cares to admit. One of his ventures 
involved foe selling of plants from a tan 
which he took around housing estates. " I 
knew foe housewives would buy pot plants 


to brighten up their homes ", he explained. 
“ But I didn't know foe first dung about 

plan pc_" 

Reasoning foar foe housewives would be 
happier if they thought foey were dealing 
with an expert, he taped a selection of 
labelled leaves to foe inside of the .van’s 
rear door whore customers amid not.see 
them and was a2£e to identify his stock 
aod talk convincingly about each one. 

His progress m civil aviation has been 
fairly well chronicled, from foe day in 
1948 when be bought BOAC’s fleet of 
Hal ton aircraft in time to use them on 
foe Berlin airlif t , through his setting up 
cf the first British air ferry, Channel Air 
Bridge in 1953.

With such a record of innovation and 
success in the airline business—he crested 
Laker Airways in 1966, after resigning 
from BUA—Mr Laker’s opinions _ are 
w o rth heeding, though he sometimes 
expresses them more flamboyantly than 
most. I asked him for his thoughts on 
foe forthcoming Civil Aviation Review.

“So T think foe minister would 
hare fiked if he could; ro withdraw bis 
review.” 

The decisions on the review were them¬ 
selves totally illogical, according to Mr 
Laker- The' imxri stef had said he did not 
like -competition with British Airways on 
long-dstance routes-and;foar such compe¬ 
tition—“dual _ designation ”—would only 
be peraitred if ic could be shown that a 
significant increase, in- revenue -would 
follow.

But for Purcell's Dido, John 
Blow's Venus and Adonis would 
enjoy a hallowed position in 
Eo&ush musical life. It is a~ 
landmark in the development 
of a native operatic style, and 
modest enough in its require¬ 
ments to be within the grasp 
of amateurs; but than^ so is 
Dido, whose more passionate, 
cheeky, ' Italian-dressed idiom 
better fits today's fashion. Blow 
seems to Have done the digging 
only to have Purcell carry off 
the treasure. 

- -I -suspect--that John Eliot 
Gardiner's spirited and con¬ 
vincing performance of the 
Blow on Saturday night will 

have persuaded many that such 
comparisons, while perhaps 
unavoidable, are odious. Even 
without the enrichment of danc¬ 
ing and scenery Venus and 
Adonis ' makes -fine entertain¬ 
ment and as none the weaker 
for the fact that a tragic end¬ 
ing (the death of Adonis) does 
not take itself very seriously. 

The chorus has a central role, 
rangi n g from the madrigalesque 
to the comic to the pathetic. 
A perfect role; one might say, 
for the Monteverdi Choir. In 
addition to possessing all the 
traditional choral virtues, they 
know how to shift mood and 
style with the stall of a drama¬ 
tic soloist. One could fault Mr 
Gardiner for an approach whose 
connexions with the seventeenth 
century are loose, but expres¬ 
sive nuance seemed always to 
come out of the music itself. 

The - orchestra’s performance 
was less happy, partly because 
Mr Gardiner has difficulty in 
communic a t i ng slow tempos to 
the players, hot much of it was 
full of character. The contmuo 
accompaniment added rhythmic 
vigour, despite a noisy, cello. 

Norma Burrowes’s Venus was 
a delight; sensitive to atmos¬ 
pheric change and effortlessly 
agile. Thomas Allen gave 
more robustness than, variety to 
the role oE Adonis, but. more 
than compensated by his part 
in Pelham HumfreyV verse 
anthem 0 Lord my God”. 
Mary Beverley sang the words 
of .Cupid with impish verve.

Out tiwy did 
secure the valuable backing of 
British Airways and the Hong¬ 
kong Tourist Association. 

These two bodies had and 
have special interest in promot¬ 
ing the festival as a tourist 
attraction for potential audi¬ 
ences from other countries. It 
does attract them already, 
especially from India, Thailand 
and Japan. This year ’s jgreart er 
emphasis on oriental performing 
arts may be seem as the sui t of 
an attempt to cast the touristic 
net farther afield. Perform¬ 
ances, during the present 
festival, of Chinchow and 
Cantonese opera, as well as the 
older-established Peking-Opera, 
are still to come as I write: so 
are concerts by the Hongkong 
Chinese Orchestra, the Suwa 
Drums from Japan, and a pro¬ 
gramme of lyrical storytelling 
m the traditional Soocbow man¬ 
ner. . During my week's stay in 
Hongkong I nevertheless man¬ 
aged to attend several other 
performances of real interest. 

Among the sold recitals, for 
instance—guitar, violin,; piano, 
organ—was one by Feng Te- 
Msug, a Hongkong virtuoso of 
the Pipa, a traditional Chinese 
stringed instrument-- related to 
our guitar and mandoline. The 
pipa can have six strings and 
up to 30 frets, though Mr Feng 
was content with four strings 
and 14 frets and achieved prodi¬ 
gies of br a vur a and tonal rich¬ 
ness with them. For the most 
part he played traditional airs, 
diyerse in mood '.even when 
purely monodic; bent notes and 
microtones were sometimes -in¬ 
volved. The character and 
range of the instruments, like 
the extent of Mr Feng’s 
prowess, were best appreciated 
in arrangements, seemingly 
from the nineteenth and present 
centuries, which accompany the 
airs with thrummed-or abruptly 
plucked chords, harmonics as 
punctuating echoes; tremolo 
hetero phony, and of course , ex¬ 
pressive variation' .of' tone* 
colour. 

Many of the items were' 
gentle pieces with impressionis¬ 
tic titles not always immediately 
relevant ._to. ..an uninitiated 
listener. Feng’s own composi¬ 
tion. “Spring Ram*’,.explained, 
itself and " Flowers hke Green 
Jade ” seemed apt enough ; but 
“High - - Moon” ■ -surprisingly ‘ 
sounded -harsh and pe r cussive, 
with strongly rhythmical re-, 
pea ted chords after 'the Spanish 
rasguado fashion, and “ White 
Snow in Warm Spring” was a 
brilliant, spicy presto showpiece 
that might as persuasively have 
been called “ Galloping Hbrse- 
jnm*. Some ballad-style tone- 
poems,-in the second half of the 
recital, did tell: their tales 
vividly-tD a foreign ear, particu¬ 
larly the one. about-the defeat 
and death of Pa Wang in 202 
BC which ended with a grue- 
:some throat-slitting suicide. It

The o ptimisti c nineteenth and 
eariy twentieth-century oratorio, 
the. work ■':££ 'moral uplift, is

Elijah at the Albert Hall on 
Saturday drew a foil house. In 
an. age of. uncertain beliefs and 
Questioning urinds the sentiment 
of goodness triumphing, in 
either die Old or the New Testa¬ 
ment, is. out _ of. favour. Both 
pieces- also- suffer from having 
texts that' are almost wilfully 
episodic,' . indeed : at times 
Obscure to those who do not 
have more than - a nodding 
acquaintance with their Bible., 
Mendelssohn ‘ is, 1 of course, 
more successful:than Elgar in 
overcoming , this drawback, be¬ 
cause he .has. in. the character 
of Elijah a true protagonist of 
flesh and blood, while St Peter 
ia The Kingdom never comes 
to life. Besides, a far stronger 
case was made one at the week-

Hongkong’s own Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra, amateur when 
first founded but now folly 
professional, gives concerts of 
western music all -die year 
round, but for its appearances 
at this festival concentrated on 
contemporary Chinese mnsic, 
from .

villains who can'not only trans¬

foes. Every personage is an.en¬ 
chantment to behold, . every 
transformation an instantaneous 
miracle, even though the spec-, 
rator sees how it is. done.

Even' In Chinese 
royal robes one could not mis¬ 
take the argument of Wotan 
and -Fricka, the Ride of the 
Valkyries, the wanderer, fear¬ 
some. Alberich . (or. was he 
KHngsor ?), Waltrante and 
Erunnhilde. Then was a nice 
scene, as in Figaro for. two rival 
women about to leave by the 
same door. These two shows 
would entrance any farflung 
visitor to Hongkong Festival— 
though I can also foresee Euro¬ 
pean festival directors fighting 
to snap them up.

sitical economy. It was a 
twentieth-century moral point 
about waste and indulgence, 
but such living images of 
imperial existence as this 
dump, or the aqueducts of 
Tunisia, the Aurelian Wall and 
Porchester Castle. grandly 
matched the drama of Gibbon’s 
prose. It was all much to*o 
interesting, varied and beauti¬ 
ful to need light relief, but the 
producers’ courage failed ihejn 
here.

The Greece of 2500 years ago 
is so distant, so foreign, to us, 
that its literature prcsaiKs 
almost insuperable difficulties- 
to a translator working for th.* 
general reader: to read a 
literal translation of Aeschylus 
today is to bear echoes of 
strange chords played on unfa-', 
miliar instruments in a musical 
idiom long lost. In line after 
line references and images and 
symbols are so unfamiliar as tn 
be virtually meant ogles'?, ard 
the-very structure of The Ores- 
teia makes its re-creation in the 
mind os living drama difficult 
for anyone to whom the t adi- 
tion of Greek drama is unfami¬ 
liar.

\s most people probably know 
by now, I resigned last week 
irem the Communist Party of 
Jr eat Britain. My letter of 
resignation was posted on Mon- 
dav evening February 9. and 
L was told by telephone at 6JtO 
Dtu on February 11 diet mv 
letter and observations on it 
would be published in the 
Homing Star the following day. 

I mention this because the 
speed of publication took me 
ly surprise. To judge by com¬ 
ments from members of the 
Communist Party, they found 
themselves in a similar situa¬ 
tion. I regret thnr they were 
placed in this position, but the 
decision to make public ray 
resignarion, without prior warn¬ 
ing or discussion by members of 
the party, was not mine. 

'I have steadfastly refused to 
elaborate on certain sections 
.f my letter when questioned 
hy reporters and interviewers. 
The reason for this is honour¬ 
able. Such elaborations could 
be hurtful to thousands of good 
men and women in the Com¬ 
munist Party. I will continue 
to take this stance unless pro¬ 
voked by statements made by 
Communists or committees. The 
repercussions of such a dialogue 
would again not he my respon¬ 
sibility. My preference is to let 
sleeping dogs lie. An way. my 
membership or otherwise of the 
Communist Parry is not of great 
historical or political signifi¬ 
cance. 

My preoccupation is with the 
question: Where is our country 
going ? This is not an academic 


or a rhetorical question. Des¬ 
pite die contrived optimism of 
recent utterances by the Chan¬ 
cellor. our country is in the 
grip of an economic crisis of a 
magnitude unknown since the 
1930s and, in many respects, 
more profound. Our country is 
not only confronted by an 
economic crisis but also by a 
social and moral crisis. 

I would say that these three 
components—^economic, social 
and moral—are contained, or 
should be contained in tha 
word “political 1 *. In other 
words, our country faces a poli¬ 
tical c;i;is w-thorn. paraKcl in 
my lifetime. This crisis did not 
suddenly emerge. It has been 
growing over years and, indeed, 
decades. Take the economic 
sphere: ever growing dole 
queues, unemployment used as 
an instrument of economic 
policy and strategy by a Labour 
Government: a trade union 
movement which, by and large, 
has up to now accepted this 
situation, when only a few years 
ago it was threatening mass 
industrial action under a Con¬ 
servative administration, when 
the numbers unemployed were 
approximately 50 per cent of 
todays figures. 

The manufacturing base, the 
source of real wealth of any 
country, has been shrinking 
over the years. British industry 
has been* virtually starved or 
badly needed investments. In 
part, rills is a residual conse¬ 
quence of Empire. During 
Britain's imperial heyday, the 
City of London become the 
financial and banking centre of 
the world. Those who control 
investment capital in Britain 
invested ir abroad. A seemingly 
limitless supply of cheap, un- 





organized labour and mineral 
resources guaranteed quick and 
maximum profits; the world 
was their oyster. Britain their 
habitat. 

Old habits die hard. Even 
with the political demise of the 
Empire, the export of capital 
has continued. Another prob¬ 
lem then asserted itself. Some 
industries had been so denuded 
of investment over so many 
that survival required 


investment. Private capital was 
not prepared to cake the risk' 
or responsibility. Instead, par¬ 
ticularly during the 1950s and 
1960s, it preferred the get-rich- 
quick bonanza represented by, 
for example, relatively parasi¬ 
tic areas of the economy, such 
as property development. 

If this process is allowed to 
continue, die British economy 
will look like an inverted pyra¬ 
mid, with a small manufacturing 


unproductive near parasitical 
superstructure. .

Hfr* ■ most surely be that multi¬ 


national companies, exercising 
more and more control over 
our economy, can and co over 
come ever diminishing demand 
for their products by increasing 
their profit margins by dint of 
their monopoly power. 

This power represents a 

threat to democracy, to demo¬ 
cratic institutions- t It also has 
moral an d social implications. 
For example, many sectors of 
the Scottish economy are con¬ 
trolled by multi-national com¬ 
panies, established by massive 
grants of public money. In real 
life this means that workers 
and their families are Subject 
to decisions by faceless men 
who can be thousands of miles 
away. These decisions can and 
are taken without any moral 
considerations as to the social 
consequences. This can mean 
mm mi mi ties being transformed 
almost overnight into economic 
and social disaster areas. This 
is a frightening power to place 
in the hands of any individual 
or any group. It is immoral and 
in is anti-democrauc. 

The economic degeneration 
of Britain, and I deliberately 
put k that strongly, is accom¬ 
panied by political and ideo¬ 
logical corruption. The wide- 


towards our so-called political 
leaders is manifest. No wonder,: 
for their preoccupation is to 
score debating points—they 
seem Incapable of giving moral 
leadership at a time when our 
people are crying out for it. 

I believe that true leadership 
will come from the left in 
British politics, but I reject the 
naive concept of instant social¬ 
ism. What I want is the start 
of a process of renewal in 
British life, democratic, human 
and compassionate. This must 
involve fracturing the grip over 
our economy and our lives of a 
tiny handful of large combines. 
The small and medium-sized 
businessmen, small farmers and 
shopkeepers, intellectuals and 
genuine Christians have as 
much to gain from such a pro¬ 
cess as any industrial worker. 

The political parties of the 
labour movement' cannot go on 
as in the past,, structurally 
bureaucratic, plagued by little 
men consumed by career ambi¬ 
tions and leaders without vision, 
I am certain that changes must 
take place; life demands them. 
My own predicament is unim¬ 
portant. I will endeavour to 
play my part in the labour 
movement and in wider sections 
of the community, advocating 
the socialist and democratic 
alternative, with a vision of 
socialism that is not' drab or 
uniform, but that will enrich 
human relations and democratic 
values. I believe that from the 
present apparent chaos . new 
forces for change will emerge 
that will provide the focal point 
for tiie regeneration of our 
country. ■ •

The rise and fall of the Family 



The ill-fated Family Income 
Supplement, launched in August 
1971 as the Conservatives' 
answer to poverty in working 
families, appears to be fizzling 
cut. Last October, only 62.000 
Families were drawing tiie bene¬ 
fit. 24,000 fewer than when 
Labour took power in February 
i?74, and 1,000 fever than in 
October 1971 when FIS was just 
beginning to make its impact. 

The demise of FIS is not a 
natural event. It has always 
been a politically controversial 
benefit and one which is loathed 
ylioleheartedlv by Mrs Barbara 
Castle, Secretary of State for 
Social Services. What has hap¬ 
pened to it since she took over 
could be seen as rhe results of 
.;u ingenious effort to ensure 
that FIS could be phased out 
leasonataly painlessly, with few 
families left in the scheme. 

The Conservatives saw FIS as 
a swift method of putting sub¬ 
stantial amounts of cash into 
the pockets of families earning 
law wages. They argued iliac 
the only other way of helping 
such families would be to raise 
family allowances—but that 
would mean a lower benefit be¬ 
cause it would have to be paid 
to all families with two or more 
children. It also bad the advant¬ 
age of giving some benefit for 
the first child without extending 
family allowances to the first 
child in every family, which was 
an aim for a much later date. 

The success target for FIS 
ivas a take-up rate of more than 
SO per cent. That has never 
been achieved although in 1974 
it readied about 75 per cent. 
But the benefit is acknowledged 
to be clumsy to administer and 
its contribution to welfare 
jargon of the term “ the poverty 
crap” has disenchanted even its 
most ardent supporters. 

Families entitled to FIS’ 
receive half the difference 
between their incomes and a 
prescribed amount set accord¬ 
ing to the number of children. 
So for every extra £1 they earn, 
they lose 50p in FIS, although 
not necessarily immediately, 
because their entitlement is 
reviewed once a year. But on 
top of the extra tax and national 
insurance contributions they 
have to pay on higher wages, 
plus the potential loss of other 
benefits like free school meals 
and prescription charges, it 
amounts to a powerful disincen¬ 
tive to earn more and take 
themselves out of poverty. 

FIS has also become an 
obstacle to the implementation 
oF both the Conservatives’ tax 
credit scheme and to the Gov¬ 
ernment’s child benefit scheme. 
Goth aim at abolishing family 
allowances and child tax allow-

ances and replacing them with 
a new benefit paid for every 
dependent child. The snag to 
both schemes presented fay FIS 
is that the new system of child 
benefits cannot allow less _ to 
be paid to families receiving 
FIS. 

The maximum a family with 
one child can receive under FIS 
is £5 a week, implying a new 
benefit level of that amount if 
FIS families are not to be 
worse off after die changeover. 
With family allowances only 
recently raised to £1.50 a week, 
and the full child benefit 
scheme due to be implemented 
next year, it is clearly not 
feasible to raise benefits to that 
level. 

The only way to achieve the 
aim of helping every family with 
children without penalizing 
some of the poorest seems to 
be to reduce the numbers 
receiving FIS. Whether or not 
that has been Mrs Castle's aim, 
she has succeeded _ partly 
through her own decisions on 
the scheme and partly because 
of the under effects of the 
Government’s pay policy. 

While Mrs Castle has raised 
all other benefits three times 
since taking power, she has 
increased FIS only twice. FTS 
has been raised in line with 
prices at a time when trages 
have risen faster. Those two 
derices have ensared-that FIS 
awards have dropped, since they 
depend on the level of wanes 
families receive. It Is also 
arguable that the concentration 
of successive pay policies on 
helping die low paid has had 


an effect, although there is 
contrary evidence. 

The figures certainly show 
that FIS is falling rapidly, and 
it is more likely that its decline 
is due to rising incomes at the 
bottom end of the wages scale 
than because of increasing 
reluctance to claim. The benefit 
reached its peak in September 

1973, when 106,000 families 
were receiving ir. Its downward 
path since then was halted for 
only iwo months last year, 
immediately after the last in¬ 
crease in FIS. Estimated figures 
for November 1975 indicate that 
it is still falling. 

If the trend continues, as 
seems likely, Mrs Castle may 
well be able to introduce her 
child benefit scheme next year 
and announce at the same time 
that FIS will be pbased out. 
That would still mean a small 
rump scheme haring to be con¬ 
tinued until child benefits 
overtook the remaining amount 
of FIS—as the Conservatives 
proposed to do under their tax 
credit scheme. But she would 
be left with one major head¬ 
ache. 

The figures show that more 
one-parent families than two- 
parent families have been bene¬ 
fiting from .FIS since March 

1974. On average, they receive 
a higher amount of FIS than 
two-parent families. 

Most oE the one-parent fami¬ 
lies receiving FIS are headed by 
a mother—there were 32,000 of 
them in October 1975, compared 
with 1.000 headed by the father. 
Because women’s wages remain 
significantly below men’s, and 
women bringing up children on 
their own have fewer opportun¬ 
ities in the job - market, their 
earnings are unlikely to rise as 
fast as those of the men in 
two-parent families. 

The likelihood is, therefore, 
that the families still drawing 
FIS by the time the. full child 
benefit scheme is introduced 
will be mainly one-parent fami¬ 
lies. That, together with the 
rising number of lone mothers 
depending on supplementary 
benefit, will lead to even more 
pressure on Mrs Castle to in¬ 
troduce a special benefit for 
one-parent families. So far, she 
has successfully resisted the 
pressure. But she could well 
yield if she is faced with the 
dilemma of protecting the few 
remaining FIS families from 
becoming worse off while wish¬ 
ing to end it altogether, and 
gain credit for her non-means- 
tested child benefit scheme at 
the same time.

word. When his subjects need 
orthodox medical attention, as 
I did, he sends them to another 
kind o£ doctor. 

His methods are based on 
those developed in Germany 
and Switzerland by Niehans and 
Dyckerhoff and involve what 
amounts to a complete overhaul 
of the body, literally cell by 
celL All the cells in our bodies 
are constantly dying and being 
replaced by new ones identical 
to themselves.

The effect, as T can 
report from experience, _ is 
rather similar to the semdng 
and repair of a car. One still 
catches influenza and ope 
should not really make a habit 
of bawling out ballads through 
the night too often. But the 
body itself has become a better 
instrument- 

To go further into the whys 
and wherefores would take me 
completely out of my depth and 
intensely - annoy Dr Stephan 
(who may well be annoyed 
already, by my writing of him 
at all:-he is rather publicity- 
shy). But since I have written 
on quasi-medical matters twice 
recently and since there is a 
political point to all this.

A transla¬ 
tion of medical jargon into 
treasury esc would then give at 
least a few answers to those 
questions which were' driving 
tiie poor man to the edge of 
craziness. 

Needless to say, I was gently 
escorted from his room. But I 
was not exactly joking. It is 
possible for what has been 
learned in one field to be trans¬ 
ferred fruitfully to another. My 
friend Mr Theodore Gordon, 
once the project manager on 
the Saturn rocket, has! now 
switched to sociology and is 
actually using medical evidence 
in his efforts to fashion new in¬ 
tellectual tools for. .both socio¬ 
logists and politicians. 

Dr Stephan will be furious 
with me for suggesting it, as 
he generally disapproves of 
governments, but there may be 
something in what he is doing 
which, suitably translated, could 
help us a little in what we are 
trying to do. If a person can 
. be revitalized, so can a nation. 
Politics is too important to be 
left to economists.

The trouble with Japanese dogs 
is that they do not speak 
Japanese- A .Tokyo dog trainer 
mil address 'his hound in 
-English, which is understand¬ 
able when you consider that the 
Japanese for “sit” is “suwari- 
nasai ”. 

For this information I* am 
indebted to. Ryou Yamazaki, 
president of the Shibuya Col* 

. iege of Dog Grooming; who has 
spent the weekend in London 
visiting Cruft’s with his 


daughter and 100 of his stu¬ 
dents. Dog grooming is an exact 
science in Japan. Pupils at 
Yamazald’s academy study full¬ 
time, five days a week for one 
or two years. They learn 1 bio- 
logy, veterinary science, canine 
psychology, business administra¬ 
tion—and conversational Eng, 
lish. 

Yamazaki, who in spite of his 
limited English owns a poodle, 
said through his daughter that 
one in 13 of all Japanese are 
dog owners. Small breeds are 
most, popular because of the 
lack of space in cities. 

Dogs obviously learn well 
from handlers who have been 
schooled by Yamazaki. “ In 
Tokyo dogs do not make mis¬ 
takes on the pavement. They 
just bite people ”, said his 
daughter. - -• - 

Yamazaki opened his school 
in 1968, and admits .only, 
■women, offering them careers 
running grooming salons or 
training schools when- they, 
might otherwise have ended up 
in factories making television 
sets. He said; “ In England 
you do not need this kind of 
college; you learn from your 
fathers and grandfathers how to 
look after dogs. 

"In England and America 
you have a dog culture. We in 
Japan do not; we do not study 
English-just to talk to the-dogs, 
but because all our textbooks 
are British or American.” 


In the Robin Day television in¬

To a question from the im* 
placable Mr Day on the subject 
ol- Government spending, the 
Home Secretary replied (and I 
quote his words exactly, com¬ 
plete with the minor circumlo¬ 
cutions inseparable from tele¬ 
vision dialogue, because in a 
matter of such consequence a 
pr ecise ly accurate point of de¬ 
parture is essential); 

TlTiaf.I am getting at is say¬ 
ing that l believe social de¬ 
mocracy, social democracy sn- 
. valves a combination,is based 
on a combination of liberty 
and social Justice, wiifc indivi¬ 
duals-able to make a number 
of choices for themselves and 
I ~ think ' that' if pou push 
public expenditure very sub¬ 
stantially above this you ere 
in danger of passing over that 
frontier. 

Mr Jenkins’s extempore defi¬ 
nition of social democracy. will 
serve weQ enough and it ought 
to be inscribed on the wall of 
every ministerial office in 
Whitehall -. but in order to dis¬ 
cover exactly what he meant 
“pushing public expenditure 
very substantially above this ” 
and the “danger of passing 
over that frontier, it is neces¬ 
sary to go back to a speech he 
made on January 23 in the 
somewhat esoteric circum¬ 
stances of a meeting of the 
Anglesey Constituency Labour 
Party at Llangefni. " For Mr 
Day’s question referred to the 
following passage from Mr Jen¬ 
kins's impassioned plea to the 
assembled gwerin for “deter¬ 
mined public expenditure con¬ 
trol and restraint": 

. 1 do not think that you can 
push public expenditure sig¬ 
nificantly above 60 per cent 
and maintain the values of a 
plural society with adequate 
freedom of choice. We are- 
here close to onc of the fron¬ 
tiers of social dornocracy. 
Now,, the really striking thing 
about this unexceptionable and 
superficially unremarkable 
statement of economic theory is 
that 60 per cent happens to be 
almost exactly the current level 
of public expenditure in this 
country. • The inescapable logic 
of what Mr Jenkins was saying, 
therefore, is that if government 
spending rises significantly 
above its present level, we shall 
have crossed the frontier of 
social democracy, abandoned 
the values of a plural society 
and entered the fringes of a 
totalitarian economic and poli¬ 
tical system. 

The Home Secretary-is not,, 
of course, rhe first to equate 
freedom of economic choice 
f wrdr political liberty. It has 
long been accepted by all bur 
the committed Marxist tliat if 
people have only one-paymaster 
—the state—there is no free¬ 
dom. Yet, in the 12 years since 
the 1964 general election public 
expenditure bas risen to its 
present level from less than 43 
per cent. To set the situation 
in a context which can be 
easily understood by those who 
are as innumerate as I am, of 
every pound of your money and 
mine the Government spends 
60 pence. 

For .many years the values 
-and principles of liberal demo¬ 
cracy have been under persis¬ 
tent attack, not only in this 
country, but wherever they still 
survive. They have been, and 
still are, threatened by the 
aggressive dogmatism of'totali¬ 
tarian states and bv the under¬ 
standable, but often myopic 
impatience of emergent nations. 
They have, too, been weakened 
from within by. the confusion 
and frustration ‘ of those" who 
have failed to come to" terms 
with the. dislocations .of..indus¬ 
trial society, the psychological 
shock of scientific and techno¬ 
logical ** progress ” and the 
bewildering demands of a world 
in which the interdependence 
of human beings has increased 
and. with it thdr capacity to. 
inflict damage on one another. 

The tragic fact is that many 
people have become disen¬ 
chanted by the apparent failure 
of liberal democracy to live up

Sir, For a week or more the human 
tragedy of young British men 
slaughtered in Angola has distracted 
ns from the immense gravity of 
what is happening now in Africa. 
Just as the last imperial power is 
out of Africa, die fate of a large 
African country is decided not by its 
inhabitants, nor by Africans, but by 
arms furnished by a Eurasian power 
(the Soviet Union) and by operations 
executed by the armed forces of a 
Latin American power (Cuba). What 
has been called by President Kaon da 
the “ Soviet-Cubaa victory ” presents 
a threat to African freedom before 
time Continent has reads ed a period 
of internal stability. And China has 
yet to take an attitude which could 
-either confirm or farther disturb 
the situation. 

As long ago as last December 
Lord Caradon wrote in your columns 
a plea for reference tn the United 
Nations. There was no response. 
The difficulty for any one nation or 
for African nations together makin g 
♦frig reference is not hard to under¬ 
stand. Nor can the UN be expected 
tn invent or enforce an immediate 
“solution”. But surely, despite 
tins, the UN must take active cog¬ 
nizance of these overwhelming 
events. Otherwise we shall have 
created the second world political 
organization in history to little or 
no purpose. 

If governments still- cannot bring 
themselves even now to dare an 
initiative, surely it is time for the 
Secretary-General to intervene 
under Article 99 of the Charter 
which allows him to “bring tn the 
attention of the Security Council 
any nuttier which in his opinion 
may threaten the maintenance of 
international peace and security”.

British mercenaries 

•From Mr Dulab Koroms 
Sir, In your leading article today 
(February 10), “The Foreign. Ext 
listment Art”, you referred to the 
M Alabama " and then went on _ to 
argue that, unless very compelling 
reasons of public policy could be 
shown; it would be capricious to 
invoke the Act now. Similarly, in 
your leading article of January 29, 
“Mercenaries Bound for Angola”, 
you stated that it would be an abuse 
of power to withdraw the passports 
of the mercenaries unless it could 
be shown to be prejudicial to the 
viral interest of the realm. Thus, 
one can discern a consistency in 
your attitude towards mercenaries 
fighting in Angola. 

However, with regard to the 
“Alabama”, you did not state that 
at tiie conclusion of the American 
Civil War, Britain was held negli¬ 
gent in letting the “Alabama” and 
other vessels, depart to the Con¬ 
federate army, and by the Award of 
the Geneva Arbitral Tribunal, the 
United States was awarded the sum 
of $15^00,000 in reparation for 
damages Britain was held to have 
caused her. So, whether the Act is 
invoked or not; it does not relieve 
the Government of responsibility 
for tile activities of British mercen¬ 
aries in Angola. 

Your position on the withdrawal 
of the mercenaries' passports should 
be contrasted with that of^Belgium 
and France during the Civil War 
in the Congo. In the course of that 
war, the 7 United Nations Security 
Council passed a resolution on 
February 21, 1961, urging Member 
States to take measures . for 
die immediate withdrawal and 
evacuation from the Congo of all 
Belgian and other military and 
paramilitary personnel . . . and 
mercenaries A subsequent resolu¬ 
tion : authorised for this purpose 
the use of a requisite measure of 
force, if necessary **. With the adop¬ 
tion pf these resolutions, Belgium 
and France offered to withdraw the 
passports of their citizens who were 
still fighting in Katanga. 

Thus, although the United King¬ 
dom may lack legislation banning 
recruitment of its nationals to fight 
in foreign wars, the Government 
nevertheless could be held respon¬ 
sible for the activities of its 
nationals in such ware and it there¬ 
fore cannot'be capricious to prevent 
such activities if it decides to.

Sir, After reading Ronald Butt’s 
article (February 12) it is clear that 
as a Liberal just recently deserted 
from the Conservative 'Tanks at a 
timp when Labour is in power I 
must suffer fr om some* political, 
aherratioa.

When the Conservatives shed their 
incomes policy after February, 
1974, and pranced naked into the 
October election, they lost, and 
deservedly so.. Two thirds of the

Fish fanning 

Front Mr G. J. Barr and Mr P. A.- 
Driver 

Sir, Mr Semmence's letter on Feb¬ 
ruary 11, proposes the utilization of _ 
labour-intensivehr harvested mussels' 
as feedstuffs for _ capital-intensive 
■ fish.farming. Inevitably some form 
of processing or preservation would 
be required to .ensure buffer feed 
stocks but even if the mussel could 
be fed direct to fin fish it would 
result in very expensive protein. 

Mussel production of 500 tons an 
acre is suggestive of the intensive 
method of cultivation such as is 
practised in northern Spain -where 
mussels are grown on ropes' sus¬ 
pended from rafts. The availability 
of suitable sites for raft, culture 
with good conditions for growth in 
Britain is limited and can conflict' 
with other marine uses. Rafts and 
ropes themselves are very expensive 
items. 

I am interested to note that none 
of yonr correspondents has so far 
referred to any of the unusual diffi¬ 
culties which at present face fish 
farmers. The siting of fish fann¬ 
ing .structures in the sea requires 
consent from' the Crotai Estate Com¬ 
missioners, the Department of 
Trade and Industry, the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and - 


harbour authorities, and usually 
local authority planning depart¬ 
ments. Buildings used in aqua¬ 
culture,' unlike farm, buildings, re¬ 
quire planning permission and are 
not de-rate'd.. There are grants pay¬ 
able to farmers, and grants for the 
construction of fishing boats, but no 
grants for fish fanning (apart from 
very- limited grants and loans to 
re-store shellfisheries). The public 
right to fish and to navigate m the 
sea is jealously guarded; this makes 
-it extremely difficult to obtain a 
Several - Order of ~a' Crown lease ; 
furthermore Several Orders afford 
no protection to fish held above the 
seabed in rafts or in cages. 

It is for these reasons that those 
interested in supplementing our fish 
so op lies with home-farmed marine 
fish and shdlfish'are pressing the 
'Government for new legislation 
which will assist this type of deve¬ 
lopment.

Overseas students'" fees 
From Dr T. C. Dami 
Sir, When considering -the. cost of 
educating * overseas students in 

- Britain, it should be remembered 
that they use resources other than 
the purely academic. The cost to 
the country of their use of the 
National Health Seivice is consider¬ 
able. Not only do they often have 
health problems due to adjustment 
to a different die t-and clim ate, but 
they have more -psychiatric prob¬ 
lems than British students because 
of the different work patterns and 

- particularly because of the different 
language here. Recently this latter 
has become particularly noticeable, 
and 1 hare found that the standard 
of ordinary conversational English 
of too many of the overseas 
students is inadequate; how they 
are supposed to cope with a uni¬ 
versity course is beyond me, bnt 
although I do my best'to support 
them, too many by the wayside. 

Apart from this, some of their 
diseases require considerable ex¬ 
pense in diagnosis: in -the past 
month I have had three patients 
with different anaemias which are 
□at found in British patients, which 
have required expert haematological 
advice to diagnose, and one of them, 
had to be admired to hospital for 
several days before the diagnosis 
could be completed. Not only do 
the students themselves mo the 
NHS, but also they may bring their 
wives and even children. They, too. 
tend to use the NHS more than the 
families of British - students do. 

There is more than the academic 
case to be made out for charging 
overseas students a realistic fee.

Theological consensus

article on consensus makes no 
reference to the long ecclesiastical 
use of the word to describe'“the 
common mind ” of ecclesiastical 
authorities. For example, at the. 
Council of Trent, Pius IY stressed 
that he “wished to define only that 
. which bad been derided by the 
unanimous consensus of the Church 
Fathers”. (Cited by Hans Rung, 
Structures of the Church, London, 
1965, p 33). ' 

In modern ecumenical writings 
there Is a tendency to criticize the 
pioneers of the Faith and Order 
movement for having over empha¬ 
sized the possibility of achieving a 
doctrinal “consensus” between' 
Christian confessions through 
neglecting “ the disagreements 
within the agreements"; but this 
charge is hardly supported by such 
.evidence as the "report on . “The 
Universal Church: in God’s Design ” 
of-the first assembly of the World 
Council of Churches, Amsterdam, 
1948. * ’ 

Recent interchurch documents 
such as the “ Agreed Statements ” 
on Eucharistic doctrine and the 
ministry produced by.the Anglican- 
Roroan Catholic International Com¬ 
mission claimed to do more than 
express the theological “ middle 
ground **. The members of the Com¬ 
mission wrote that they were con¬ 
vinced 'that they bad “reached 
agreement on essential points "of ... 
doctrine” and that “nothing essen¬ 
tial has been omitted In other 
word®'“ consensus ” in the field of 
. Christian doctrine Deed not involve 
compromise of principle. Is there 
or is there not a pamfei in the 
political field ?

MP for Saffron Walden 
Sir, Ar this very early stage in the 
national debate over direct elec¬ 
tions, those of us' most concerned 
certainly welcome any intelligent 
contribution to the discussion, as a 
means of directing public attention 
to the problems we are obliged to 
solve before such elections can take 
place. 

Professor Richard Rose's recent 
article was extremely valuable, so 
high is his reputation in these 
matters. Nevertheless I must take 
issue with him over one point. With 
what authority does he assert that 
“the British House of Commons 
‘ will remain the first choice of aspir¬ 
ing politicians ? To my certain 
knowledge, although no public 
commitments have so far been made 
(certainly none with the impact of 
Brandt’s declared intention at the. 
European Movement Congress In 
Brussels to stand for the European 
Parliament), a good many Members 
in the House of Commons are Hkely 
to stand at direct elections, and by 
no means all of them are as old, 
weary, mala dept, or unsuccessful as 
Professor Rose would have us 
suppose. 

Nor would I be inclined to regard 
success in the presenr House of 
Commons as the sole index as to 
whether a candidate would serve bis 
electors and his party well as a 
Member of the European Parlia¬ 
ment. 

We can all agree on the import¬ 
ance of a United Kingdom represen¬ 
tation of high quality, but exactly 
which qualities are required is the 
question our party organizations 
might well be advised to consider.

Sir, I was sad to read the letter 
from Lord Duncan-Sandys (Feb¬ 
ruary 5) repeating the assertion 
recently made by several members 
of the Government that: “What¬ 
ever may be the case for propor¬ 
tional representation" m direct 
elections -tb the European Parlia¬ 
ment, “the legislative and organi¬ 
zational problems involved rule out 
ks adoption between now and 
1978 * _ 

I find it utterly beyond belief 
that a governmental machine which 
is capable of introducing valqo 
added tax, and of explaining its 
intricacies to the public, and which 
. is considered capable enough to itp- 
plement the Community Land Act 
and the nationalization of the air¬ 
craft and shipping, industries, should 
somehow be incapable of setting up 
. the machinery needed for such elec¬ 
tions in two years’, time. When it 
was considered politic in Northern 
Ireland, elections by the single 
transferable vote were, introduced 
quite easily. .. Some -new arrange¬ 
ments on constituency boundaries 
and electoral financing will in any 
case be. needed for the European 
election; does Lord Duncan-Sandys' 
really believe that the added prob¬ 
lem of counting -votes on a different 
basis would defeat the entire Civil 
Service ? 

As I would understand it, what 
hides behind this flimsy argument 
on administrative inconvenience is 
the reluctance of the Labour Gov¬ 
ernment to yield In any way on the 
principle of proportional represen¬ 
tation, for fear, that this will open 
up the question of the method of 
election to the Scottish .and Welsh 
Assemblies, and perhaps even 
three ten the continuation of our 
existing svsrem for national and 
local elections- Neither the Govern¬ 
ment nor such eminent pro-Euro-- 
peans as Lord Duncao-Sandvs yet 
’ seem to have appreciated the ab¬ 
surd and embarrassing results which 
an election for the European Par¬ 
liament in 3978 under our present 
electoral system might produce. It 
is quite possible, for instance, that 
the SNP might win all six or seven 
Scottish seats, with some 37-38 per 
cent of the Scottish vote; that the 
Libera] Party might receive some 
15-20 per cent of the national vote 
fa higher percentage than its sister 
parties in any other member state 
of the Community), and no sears at 
all; and that the imbalance between 
votes received and seats won for, 
the Conservative and Labour parties 
would be considerably wider than 
in February, 1974. 

In such an event, Britain’s demo-' 
crane credentials would look rather 
tarnished to our Community part¬ 
ners, and the prestige of our Euro¬ 
pean MPs would inevitably be low.. 
It is worth incurring a moderate 
amount of administrative inconve¬ 
nience to avoid such a democratic 
absurdity.

Pharmacology: Folk cures for cancer 


Euphorbia, a common succulent 
house plant, contains a chemical 
that is active against leukaemia in 
mice. Plants- of that family, the 
Euphorbiaceae, bave been used 
since at least the time of Hip¬ 
pocrates in the treatment of 
tumours and warts, according to 
Dr S. M. Kupchan at the Virginia 
University. He and Ms colleagues 
have now tested the effectiveness 
of' the folk cure on mice, and 
analysed the chemicals that are 
responsible. Bat before there is 
any possibility of its being tried 
oo human patients,"the substance 
trill have to be extensively tested 
for dangerous side-effects. 

Laboratory tests on folk reme¬ 
dies have in the past occasionally 
led to the discovery of genuinely 
effective treatments for cancer; 
for example, alkaloids from the 


periwinkle are used in cancer 
therapy. Bat some folk remedies 
have proved ineffective. Once an 
effect has -been discovered--in 
animals , anrt further animal tests 
have cleared the chemical of toxic 
side-effects, tbe next step is to 
.try the drug on humans on whom 
other drugs have been tried with¬ 
out success. 


Dr Kupchan and Ms associates 
bave Isolated active chemicals 
from two different members of 
the- euphorbiaceae. One. Euphor¬ 
bia esula, contains a tfaterpenoid 
diester which is active against 
several cancers tn rodents. Tbe 
other, Croton tigliun% is - known 
'as the source of croton 'ofi, which 
encourages the gr owth of tumours. 
However, it also contains a phor- 
bol which prevents their growth. 

Dr Kupchan and his colleagues 


are now .In.a position to compare 
the chemical structure of the anti¬ 
tumour chemicals Isolated from 
the Euphorbiaceae and those from 
another group oF plants, the Thy- 
melaeaceae. They hope that will 
shed light on what aspect of the 
chemical structure is- important 
for the anti-tumour effect, and 
perhaps lead to the development 
of better drugs.

“I have no objection to gov¬ 
ernments issuing money, but I 
believe their Haim to a monop¬ 
oly, or their power to limit the 
kinds of money in which con¬ 
tracts may be concluded within 
their territory, or to determine 
the rates at which moneys may 
be exchanged, to bte wholly 
harmful ”, he says. 

The dangers of a politically

Indeed, it would be possible 
in principle for public expen¬ 
diture to exceed 100 per cent 
of national income, while most 
consumption and investment 
derisions were determined by 
private choice. The money 
raised in taxation would 
be recbanneDed to private 
hands and the state would act 
merely as a clearing house.

Decisions about resource allo¬ 
cation should be based on an 
assessment of costs and benefits, 
not by appealing to an arbitrary 
base period when a particular 
proportion of national output 
devoted ta health or education 
was deemed “ right It is pos¬ 
sible that too many resources 
were given over to health and 


rather compelling. Many trans¬ 
fer payments are received on 
the basis of “need” or, to put 
it in other words, “for doing 
nothing But taxes are levied 
on those in employment who 
are doing a job cf work. 

The destruction of incen¬ 
tives is most complete for those 
on low incomes where the gain 
from entering the active labour 
force is minimal because so 
many social security benefits 
are lose. 

It is ironic that the large in¬ 
crease in the “social wage”

Promotion 
schemes 
in need 
of review 

A large majority of British 
companies have;-'a standard 
policy of fifling managerial 
vacancies by internal promo¬ 
tion, and feel strongly feat 
internal promotions have been 
more successful than external 
appointments. 

This is one central.; point 
which emerges in a survey* of 
methods of i de ntif ying and 
developing f u t u re managers 
carried out for fee British Insti¬ 
tute of Management 

The ■ survey,. which covered 
241 companies, found feat about 
half'had a separate function or 
section- responsible for -manage¬ 
ment- - development, and a 
slightly larger proportion- had a 
formal procedure for -planning 
managerial succession.' 

The report, which fa by Roger 
F. Houldsworfe, a management 
consultant, comments.:- “A, 
policy in favour , of internal 
promotion clearly depends 'on 
active management develop¬ 
ment for. its success- . The com¬ 
pany t-ha*- -does not believe ^ in 
putting -effort into- developing 
managers ought .not to favour 
internal .-promotion.. 

“Management ■ development 
conversely assumes opportuni¬ 
ties for promotion, and a man¬ 
agement development scheme is 
made more credible by a 
definite policy in favour of pro¬ 
motion from within. The re¬ 
quirement in some spheres of 
public administration for onen

FINANCIAL NEWS AND MARKET REPORTS 


The Canadian mining indus¬ 
try is keeping its fingers 
crossed that the long-awaited 
economic recovery will take 
place this year. Only then will 
commodity prices move back to 
levels which assure producers 
& reasonable profit. 

The recovery failed to make 
its expected appearance in the 
latter half of 1973, and many 
industry experts do not see a 
rising demand for metals until 
mid-1976. Whatever happens, 
mining companies do not want 
a repeat of last year’s perfor¬ 
mance. In fact,, the industry 
would prefer to write 1975-oft 
the calendar. 

Caught between the slow¬ 
down in world economic growth 
and inter-governmental 

squabbles over taxation reve¬ 
nue, the companies reported 
some of the' worsr financial 
results in years. Protits of most 
companies fell by at least 50 
per cent and dividends were 
slashed, despite a record value 
of output. • 


Euromarkets 


- The new issue boom has 
moved into lower gear after 
straining in overdrive for so 
much of January, but there can 
still be few questions about the 
underlying strength o£ -the 
Eurobond market. 

During January, when just 
over $ 2 . 000 m of issues were 
launched, it was clear that the 
primary market was surging 
ahead at the expense of the 
secondary market Prices, al¬ 
though generally improving, 
tended to move upwards only 
slowly and dealers reported 
periods of very thin trading. 

More recently the new issue 
momentum has slowed, bur this 
has merely transferred the 
emphasis more in the direction 
of the secondary market, where 
prices have been moving stead¬ 
ily ahead. 

Apart from the obvious prob¬ 
lems of indigestion in a market 
sated with new bonds, it would 
appear that short term currency 
considerations have played a 
role in the reduced dollar issue 
activity — although there are 
reports of a 12 -year issue being 
planned for Oslo at 91 per cent, 
which would represent a 


But volumes shipped, particu¬ 
larly of copper, iron and nickel, 
fell drastically.

However, Mr Donald 
Macdonald, the finance minis¬ 
ter, announced last week that 
the government was reconsider¬ 
ing the structure of the tax, 
although most .companies are 
worried about their cash-flow 
in 1976.

Freight report 


The tanker market had 
possibly its best week of the 
year so far.

Had owners been prepared to 
move quickly, they could have 
commanded some very respect¬ 
able rates. As it was they were 
too hesitant and news of the 
coup’s failure quickly removed 
any charterer's desire to burry. 

Meanwhile, in the Persian 
Gulf rates held steady with 
vice’s still able to command the 
rates paid a week ago. 


Two good years ahead but then i 
slowin g of growth seen for zinc

Two good years ahead and a 
rise in consumption this year 
of about 22 per cent, and a 
further rise of 19 per cent in 
1977, is forecast for the zinc 
industry by Commodities 
Research Unit. 

But thereafter CRU foresees 
the long-term, prospects as less 
bright with lower growth in the 
future, than in the-past and a 
continuation of very sharp 
swings between boom and re¬ 
cession. 

The forecasts are made in two 
reports just published by CRU : 
one a long-term analysis of 
trends covering the next 10 
years and the other a short¬ 
term, study .of the zinc market’s 
likely behaviour over the next 
two years as world economic 
recovery gathers pace. 

In its short term report CRU 
points out that in spite of the 
strong- recovery in demand pro¬ 
ducers will still be operating at 
only about 73 per cent of capa¬ 
city this year,' in an attempt to 
run down stock levels. Not until 
1977 will - full capacity work¬ 
ing be restored,, although it will 
come much earlier in the United 
States—about mid-1976. . How¬ 
ever,'the pace-of the recovery, 
is such that zinc could once 
more be in very short supply 
by the end of-next year. 

. The Unit forecasts that the 
zinc producers will manage to 
hold the 'current price levels 
and the London-Metal Exchange 
price. should -.scan to rise soon 
and draw closer to the Euro¬ 
pean producer price. But the 
producers have been suffering 
from severe cost pressures and 
CRU expects to'see a producer 
price rise in the spring, pro¬ 
bably 'led . from the United 
States, with more rises later in 
the year. 

It is pointed out that very 
large rises in free market zinc 
prices are possible in late 1977 
if the expected excess demand 
materializes. 

But in its long-term report the 
Unit points out that zinc’s com¬ 
petitive position against alumi¬ 
nium and -the plastics has 
deteriorated sharply and this 
will seriously dent growth in 
die die casting market- Thus 
even after allowing for faster 
growth from galvanising, CRU 
expects die long-term rate of

growth to slow towards about 

3.2 per cent a.year. 

The cyclical swings are likely 
to continue to be intense, 
partly because zinc is higaly 
dependent on cyclical industries 
like cars, and construction, 
parrlv because the smelzer in¬ 
vestment programme is out of 
gear with ■ the economic cycle: 
new plants have been cancelled 
or postponed whose loss will be 
felt severely by the end of next 
year. 

A brighter point is that the 
sin e industry is unlikely to 
suffer from concentrates snort- 
ages in die future, given the 
way :the mines have kept on 
producing and stockpiling 
throughout the recession.
